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NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


BAILEY, A. L. Library Bookbinding. 

We have before us the long expected manual on 
library bookbinding by Chairman Bailey of the A.L.A. 
Bookbinding Committee. It is more, much more than 
a manual and covers the subject most thoroughly, 
and minutely. The various chapters cover: Selec- 
tion of a binder, Processes, Materials, Specifications, 
Binding before purchase, Cost, chee ang | for the 
bindery, Binding records and routine, Repairing, 
recasing, and recovering, etc., Magazine binders, 
Peaniiite Bindery in angen | building. There are 
three appendix chapters: — A. Specifications of the 
U. S. Bureau of Standards for book cloths; B. Read- 
ing list on binding; C. List of technical terms. 
There are line sation making clearer the 
chapter on Processes. The description of leathers 
we consider especially good and informing. 

We are of the opinion that most library book- 
binders do not grade magazine binding prices by 
inches of height. It has been our experience that the 
8 in., 9 in., and 10 in. books are priced the same. 
We must protest at one rule as shown by the dia- 
grams on pages 144-5 for lettering the backs of peri- 
odicals. The volume number should come above the 
month and year. Most bound magazines are called 
for by volumes rather than dates, and the volume 

laced below the date renders it less easily seen. 
We believe it is the general practice of libraries to 
put the volume number first. But on the whole, 
we heartily commend this book to all libraries.

LIBRARY, BROOKLYN, N. Y. 


By Donald Hendry, Head of the aiden 


Every public library is doing more or less 
applied science work, whether it realizes 
it or not; there is no library, large or small, 
which does not, from time to time, receive 
requests for information about methods of 
performing some kind of operation involving 
the applications of chemistry or the use of 
tools, or some of the many things which come 
within the field of applied science. It may 
be the housewife wanting a recipe for taking 
ink spots out of fabrics, or the shop window 
dresser after new ideas for the attractive 
display of his wares, or the mechanic who 
wishes to increase his knowledge of his trade 
or to solve some puzzling complication which 
has arisen; or it may be the city inspector 
in some department who wishes to know what 
has been done in his line in other cities; or 
the large class of engineers, whose field is so 
broad; or the industrial chemist, so import- 
ant in many industries. In the larger cities, 
these demands constitute a large portion of 
all the reference work done in the libraries, 
so much so, that library after library is 
segregating this part of its reference work into 
a separate division, and at frequent intervals 
we read of the establishment of technical 
reference rooms, known as— Applied Science 
Rooms, Technology Divisions, Useful Arts 
Departments — different names for the same 
thing. 

Pratt Institute Free Library was one of 
the first to realize the importance of provid- 
ing for this demand, which came not only 
from the general public, but largely from the 


graduates and students of the School of 
Science and Technology, one of the five 
schools which constitute Pratt Institute, and 
in the year 1904 the Applied Science Room 
was opened. Like every other undertaking, 
an innovation in a library must be brought 
to the attention of the public which it is 
desired to interest. In the case of Pratt, 
this was done by a thorough canvass of all 
the industrial works in its neighborhood, by 
means of printed folders, and of articles in 
technical periodicals. Even the hearty 
co-operation of the School of Science and 
Technology was only reached after patient 
effort had convinced the faculty that a 
special library is an essential part of any 
school. There being no departmental libra- 
ries in Pratt Institute, the Applied Science 
Room in addition to being a reference room 
for all the people, serves as library and 
reading room for the School of Science and 
Technology, about fifty per cent of all its 
users coming from that source. Consider- 
able numbers of students of other technical 
schools, residing in Brooklyn, also use the 
room for their reference needs. 

The collection of books comprises mathe- 
matics, physics, genera] and industrial chem- 
istry, and the Dewey 600 classification, 
with the exception of medicine and agricul- 
ture. It also includes the corresponding peri- 
odical literature, with files of the transactions 
of engineering societies and the publications 
of the U. S. Patent Office. There is also a 
carefully selected collection of trade catalogs, 
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which is kept down to about two thousand 
entries; it is indexed on cards under author 
and subject, and numbered and shelved by 
order of accession. The arrangement works 
quite satisfactorily for a small collection. 

The selection of technical books, not only 
for this department, but also for the cir- 
culating department, is done in the Applied 
Science Room. Most of the books in the 
Applied Science Room are duplicated in the 
Circulating Department, in some cases 
several copies being needed for lending pur- 
poses, and of course, many technical books 
are bought for circulation which are not 
needed in the reference department. A 
duplicate card catalog of all technical books 
in the Jibrary is kept in the Applied Science 
Room; this is a convenience in answering 
inquiries after books, and a valuable re- 
minder in recommending books for home 
reading. 

For the last seven years the Applied 
Science Department has compiled and pub- 
lished a yearly list of about one hundred 
titles of technical books of the year, with 
annotations based on the use of the books in 
the library. These lists have become quite 
well known, and are supplied to other libra- 
ries and to individuals who ask for them. 
Frequent applications are received from 
other libraries for lists of recommended 
books, either to cover the field generally, 
or on some one subject. These requests 
have become so frequent that a special card 
subject catalog of the less advanced standard 
and recent technical books has been prepared 
so that by its aid a list on any subject may 
be prepared in a short time, by putting clips 
on the cards of books to be included, and 
then handing the drawers over to the type- 
writer. These requests come from all parts of 
the United States, some from Canada. This 
catalog is known in the department as the 
‘“Dinner-pail catalog.” No charge has ever 
been made for this service. Applications 
for interlibrary loans are granted when the 
books can be spared. 

A unique feature, partaking somewhat of 
the museum, is the exhibition of a full size 
gasoline automobile engine, a wireless tele- 
graph apparatus, and a small steam engine. 
The automobile engine is cut out so that the 
parts are exposed and may be put in motion 
by means of a handle on the fly-wheel; 
it is mounted on a stand in plain view from 
the main corridor, and serves to indicate the 
character of the room to those not familiar 
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with the library These exhibits do not 
occupy room needed for any other purpose, 
and are instructive and attractive 

An important feature of the work of the 
Applied Science Room is the instruction of 
all first year students of the School of Science 
and Technology in the use of a library This 
work, begun three years ago, as an experi- 
ment, has now become a regular part of the 
school course, laboratory time being assigned 
for the purpose The men come from the 
laboratories in groups of ten atatime The 
instruction consists of an explanation of the 
Dewey system of classification, with prac- 
tical demonstration; the use of the card 
catalog, with exercises; an introduction to 
the periodical literature of the respective 
professions of the groups of students: 
electricity, chemistry, etc.; the indexes to 
periodical literature; and an inspection of 
the other departments of the library, after 
which each man is required to prepare a short 
bibliography on a designated subject, using 
books, periodicals, and trade catalogs as 
sources; filing and indexing methods are 
incidentally explained There can be no 
doubt as to the great value of this instruc- 
tion which is given in the student’s first year 
in the school in order that he may early 
acquire the library habit. 

It is not possible, owing to lack of time, 
to give this instruction to the seven hundred 
students in the evening classes of the School 
of Science and Technology, but they are at 
least introduced to the Applied Science Room 
and many of them become its most apprecia- 
tive users These men work at trades or in 
industrial work of various kirmds during the 
day, and attend the evening classes three 
nights a week Their ages vary from about 
eighteen to forty years. They are introduced 
to the library in classes by their instructors, 
the classes numbering from fifteen to 
seventy men. The librarian, who is inter- 
ested in this class of men, makes a point of 
being present on these evenings to address 
the men, the head of the department also 
speaks to them. It is evident that the intro- 
duction of about twenty such groups must 
be spread over a considerable period of time. 

It will be seen from the above description 
that the Applied Science Room of Pratt 
Institute Free Library is not only a reference 
and reading room for the general public, 
but also an institutional special library for 
the School of Science and Technology of 
Pratt Institute.
